The British shipping companies are 
eatearing this year for a new kind of 
holiday——namely, short cruises at low 
rates in the neighbouring seas, by which 
they hope to stimulate people’s interest 
in cruising and to increase employ- 
ment among seamen.

American Dance Etiquette. 


An American student friend of mine 
interesting 
account of the etiquette which rules the 
ballrooms of the United States. Over 
there, he tells me, “ cutting in” is the 
normal system of securing partners at 
society dances, where there is usually. a 
surplus of men guests, expressivély known 
A man. whe has been 
introduced to a girl is entitled by this 
system to go up to her while she is 
dancing, tap her partner on the shoulder, 
and take his place until someone else 
similarly “cuts in ” on him. As a re- 
sult of this custom, the popular girl 
rarely does more than a round of the floor 
with the one partner. Upon the other 
hand. the unfortunate young man who 


“gets a “pill ”” or “dud” partner is apt 


to be ‘‘stuck’’ with her for the whole 
evening, unless a good friend of his 
motices his signals of distress and “ re- 
lieves ’’ him; for it is considered the very 
avest offence against good manners io 
Bas a girl with whom one is dancing 
until she is claimed by another man. This 
strance practice of “cutting in, my 
friend explains, is a tradition of the old 
frontier days, when women were so scarce 
that, if a man were allowed to take a 
whole dance with a girl, half of the men 
present would not get a partner at all. 


An &lection “Drive.” 


Nowadays electors are requested to 
drive to their polling stations in party 
motor cars, but old election records 
reveal that they were frequently driven 
there by very different means in former 
days. In 1781, for example, Sir James 
Lowther. who boasted that he owned the 
land, the fire, and the water of White- 
haven, in order to coerce the voters to 
come to the polls in support of his 
nominee, actually suspended the working 
of his coal mines. On another occasion 
the Farl of Darlington, who owned eight 
seats. went to the length of driving his 
unwilling tenantry to the booths with a 
stout horse-whip, wielde& by his own 
lordivy hands. When such methods failed, 
wholesale bribery was openly employed, 
and sometimes it involved enormous 
sums. Thus the famous Westminster 
election of 1784, when Fox was opposed 
by Sir Cecil’ Wray——the election at which 
the Duchess of Devonshire sold kisses for 
votes—cost no less than £150,000. Yet 
the most costly parliamentary contest on 
record. was that at Northampton in 1768, 
knéwn as ' The Spendthrift Election.” 
There were three candidates; the number 
ef electors on the register was , and 
£400,000 was spent in getting them té 
the polls—approximately a vote.

Old Dublin “ Literature.” 


Few citizens of Dublin, I imagine, can 
still remember the story called ‘‘ The 
Children of the Abbey,” which was widely 
read all over the country in the latter 
half of last century. It was a prime 
favourite, writes a correspondent, especially 
with the numerous domestic staffs, even 
then so general in the farm-houses. J saw 
it, I remember, lying about the big kitchen

A Chinese Sport. 


Talking about Chinese customs the 
other day, I was interested to learn that 
a form of amusement immensely popular 
with the agricultural population of China 
is not very far removed from the cock- 
fighting model of Western favour. Far 
beyond card-playing or- diee-throwing, the 
excitement of cricket-fighting sometimes 
brings a ‘concotirpe of theusandy together. 
The: proceedings on such occasions are as 
follows: A large mat-shed is erected, in 
which is made a small pit to serve as the 
cricket pit. The real arena of the fight. 
however, is a circular bowl with a flat 
bottom about seven inches in diameter 
placed in the centre of this enclosure. 
Two crickets are put down, and excited 
to fury by being tickled by a rat’s bristle. 
inserted in the end of a smal! stick, such 
as a pén-handle. The rival crickets fight 
with great fury until one turns tail and is 
beaten. , 

Many thousands of dollars are wagered 
at times upon these contests, and the 
keenest enthusiasm prevails. When a 
man has been fortunate enough to capture 
a yood fighting cricket, he feeds it on 
special meal, and such a fighter will change 
hands for a considerable sum. As the 
initial expense of a favourite is only the 
trouble of catching it, this is a form of 
gambling within reach of the poorest, and 
the villager has an equal thrill in wager- 
ing a “cash '—the one-tenth part of a 
cent—with the rich town-dweller who 
risks dollars. 


‘Rhubarb. 


It occurred to me the other day, when | 
had occasion to call at a green grocer’s, 
that the old question whether tomatoes 
ought to be classed as fruit or vegetablés 
might apply equally well to rhubarb. The 
latter, from its combination of citric and 
malic acids, certainly partakes more of 
the nature of fruit, although it is the 
stalk, and not, in the botanical sense, the 
actual fruit which is used. The young 
rhubarh to be obtained just now is, of 
course, forced in pots or under glass, and 
is much more delicious than the ordinary 
variety which will be grown in gardenn 
later on in the year. 

Rhubarb seems to have been well known 
in England during the reign of Charles 
1I., and probably it was first introduced 
into that country from Russia, where it 
grows extensively along the River Volga, 
Its true home, however, is China, where 
the ancestors of al] our garden varieties 
still flourish in profusion. The rhubarb

AT GAIETY THEATRE, 

“H is a miracle that we are here at all 
on this tour,” said Mrs, Phillips, manageress 
of the Royal Carl Rosa Opera Campany, in 
the course of an address to members of the 
Dublin branch of the Carl Rosa Opera Society 
at a reception held in the Gaiety Theatre 
yettetday afternoon... 

Since the company had been last in Dublin, 
said .Mrs...Phillips, they had gone through 
a bad tim®, and Wing tó tide depression 
their tonrs had to be cancelled, and an ex- 
tensive tour to America, from which much 
had been boped, had. to be called off at the 
last moment, after berths had actually been 
booked. There was a likelihood at one time 
that the Carl Rosa Company would never 
again come to Dublin. In fact, the present 
visit had been arranged at only a week's 
notice, and for that reason she apologised 
for not having been able to write to the 
members of the Society beforehand to take 
their advice, as was the intention, as to what 
operas they would like. She was glad to 
say that the Carl Rosa Society now numbered 
over 7,000 members, and in Dublin they had 
600. It was not their subscriptions they 
wanted—that was purely phetina!—but their 
i She. wanted all the 
members to talk to their friends, and to one 
another, and decide what operas they would 
like presented. Tastes in repertoire differed 
in various towns. Even here in Dublin there 
were some who complained that the Carl 
Rosa Company did not give them anything 
new, while others said that they wanted only 
the old operas. 
She pointed out that opera was an expen- 
sive business, but the company were not out 
to make profits. They just wanted to make 
a living and keep artists in work. Many of 
their artists worked very hard all day long 
and were not very highly paid, but, strange 
as it might seem in these days, they were 
doing it for the love of art. There were 
many young stars in the making in the 
company, and she was trying to keep to the 
tradition of Carl Rosa by concentrating on 
good ensemble, and she thougin the standard 
oí their performances bore that out.

Six Counties : Relief Schemes in Belfast : Local

BELFAST, Thursday. 
HE farmers of Ulster are beginning to 
fear that the British tariff proposals 
are not going to do them much good. 
Indeed, it is even stated that some of the 
proposals are calculated to injure the trade 
and commerce of the province. It has 
been definitely shown that the wheat quota 
is of na value to the Six Counties, as the 
crop grown in Northern Ireland is not suit- 
able for milling for flour for bread-making. 
On the other hand, it is pointed out that, 
if the cost of bread should be increased by 
one halfpenny per 4lb. loaf—as predicted 
in the Imperial Parliament—it would 
mean a direct loss to the province of 
£200,000 a year, without any compensat- 
ng. advantages. 
he ten per cent. duty on flax constitutes 
another problem to the Northern authori- 
ties. Those interested in home-grown flax 
have demanded that it should be protected, 
even to the extent of a twenty per cent. 
tariff; but, im sharp contrast with this, 
representatives of the linen industry are 
urging the Government to ensure that no 
tariff shall be placed on foreign flax enter- 
ing this country. The area under flax in 
the Six Counties is only about 6,000 acres, 
as compared with over 100,000 acres in past 
years, and growers declare that unless 
there is protection Irish flax will disappear 
altogether. Thus conflicting interests are 
involved ; for what suits one section of the 
industry does not suit the other. 


IMPORTED FEEDING STUFFS, 


The Free State is coming prominently 
into the picture presented by the British 
tariff proposals. It is stated that our 
Southern farming neighbours will be 

laced in a better position tha the 
vorthern agriculturists in consequence of 
the suggested ten per cent. duty on cattle 
feeding stuffs, inasmuch as there will be 
no duty on such products entering 
Southern Ireland, That, briefly, is the 
position, and it is contended that this 
advantage to the Free State will injure 
Ulster. 

The Irish Flour and Feeding Stuffs 
Association in Belfast yesterday passed a 
resolution, in the course of which it is 
set out that until the Irish Free State 
Government imposes a similar duty. to the 
British on imported feeding stuffs for 
cattle, the Northern traders will be under 
a serious disability. It is argued further 
that, in view of the fact that the Imperial 
Government does not propose to reckon 
the Irish Free State as a foreign exporter, 
any tax on imports which the Im- 
perial Government imposes should also be 
imposed by the Irish Free State. 


BELFAST’S FINANCIAL BURDEN, 


The problem of providing schemes for the 
relief of distress in Belfast is becoming 
more and more difficult, and the members 
of the City Council and the Board of 
Guardians are seriously concerned regard- 
ing the outlook. The decision of the 
Government to curtail grants to local 
authorities places a heavy additional re- 
sponsibility upon the rates, and until the 
official position is fully known the Corpora- 
tion hesitates to embark upon new works 
for the reduction of unemployment. The 
increasing burden of loan charges— 
amounting to £25,000 for the coming year 
—is certain to raise the rates very sub- 
stantially, and with diminished Govern- 
ment grants the responsibility placed upon 
the community becomes all the greater. 

These considerations have made it neces 
sary for the local authorities to imquire 
into their resources, and with this object in 
view the City Council has appointed a de- 
putation to confer with the Board of 
Guardians, the combined members sub-

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ULSTER’S “NATIONAL DEBT.” 


Some interesting figures were given in 
the Northern Senate this week concerning 
the financial position of the province. 
Many people were of opinion that as 
“ Ulster was paying its way,” there was 
no public debt, but it was revealed that 
our responsibility in that respect amounts 
to no less than £9,089,000, including an 
estimate of accrued. interest. Another 
heavy responsibility is provided by the 
Loans Guarantee Act, the total amount 
guaranteed for shipbuilding being 
£11,526,586, of which, however, £2,862,844, 
has been repaid, leaving, £8,463,743. still 
to be repaid. ‘These moneys which were 
advanced attracted orders to the Belfast 
shipbuilding yards that otherwise might 
have gone elsewhere, and in this way the 
Government secured work for. thousands 
of men who without such assistance would 


i have been thrown on the “ dole.’’ 


At present there is very little activity 
in the yards, but the Government is 
endeavouring to obtain orders, which are 
very difficult to get, in view of the 
depressed condition of ocean trade and 
trafic. One bright feature, however, in 
shipping is presented by the fact that the 
tonnage of the vessels entering Belfast 
Harbour is steadily increasing, which 
seems to indicate that the distributing 
throughout the province is 
flourishing. 


PREMIER IN HAPPY MOOD. 


Viscount Craigavon, Prime Minister of 
Northern Ireland, is always in happy 
mood when he finds bimself in a gathering 
of young people. On such occasions he 
frequently recalls incidents and stories of 
his own boyhood’s days and never fails 
to interest his youthful audiences.

(2) If your name is on the register.you are 
entitled to a vote.

(3) Get early to the poll.

RUINED BY WAR. . 


Mr. T. J. Murphy moved that the 
Dail, on reassembling, should take steps 
to safeguard the £25,000,000 of Irish 
money invested in the railways. Mr. 
Jeremiah Lane; who seconded, said the 
Great Southern Railways, had been ruined 
during the war, when they were. taken 
over by the British Government, salaries 
had been raised then, and had not been 
reduced since. 


Mr. J. Ronan moved, as an amendment, 


asked to pledge themselves to take some 
action to save the railways, and the resolu- 
tion, after some further discussion, was 
passed with this addition. 

Dr. J. C. Foley moved that a committee 
be formed to decide on a possible course 
of action.

We will warmly 
support any proposal approaching or out- 
stripping our own, and will support equal 
rights for all participants.in the Confer- 
ence, and equa! security for all States. 

“The country I represent is in a less 
favourable. position as regards security 
than other countries. Only fourteen years 
ago it was the object of an armed attack 
on all its frontiers, of a blockade, and of a 
political and economic boycott. 


14 YEARS’ CALUMNY. 


“For fourteen years it has been the 
object of indescribable slander and hostile 
campaigns, and even now many States, in- 
cluding one of the strongest naval Powers, 
do not conceal their hostility to the extent 
of refusing to establish normal relations. 

“ The present events in the. Far East 
which have evoked universal alarm cannot 
but cause special anxiety to the Soviet 
Union,” he continued, ‘‘ owing to the 
geographical nearness of the theatre of 
these events, ‘where huge armies are 
operating and where Russian émigrés are 
mobilising their forces. 

‘‘ Despite this, I am empowered to 
declare the readiness of the Soviet Union 
to disarm to the same extent, and at the 
same rate, to which the other Powers, first 
and foremost those actually on its own 
borders, may agree. 


SELF-CONTAINED SOVIET. 


“ The. Soviet is convinced that there is 
no external obstacle to carrying out 
general disarmament if the Governments 
here show readiness. The sole aim of the 
Soviet Government is the building up of 


Socialism within its own territory, and, in 


the face of the accomplishment of the first 
Five-Year-Plan of. colossal achievements in 
every sphere of economic life, it is obvious 
that the Soviet requires neither increased 
territory nor interference in the affairs of 
other nations in order to achieve its aim. 
It can, therefore, do witheut army, ‘navy, 
military aviation, and all forms of armed 
forces. 

“ The Soviet does, 
assurances that there be no attempts 
against her territory, and that other 
States do not interfere in her internal 
affairs, and that her peaceful economic 
structure is not tampered with . from 
without. We will only feel this assurance 
if the other States agree to give up their 
armed forces.

‘‘Internatonal organisations and pacts 
have been incapable either of preventing

Effective security could only be carried 
out by total general disarmament, and 
the Soviet delegation would move a resolu- 
tion to that effect. They would propose 
the abolition of the: most aggressive types 
of armaments, including tanks and super- 
heavy long-range artillery, ships above 
10.000 tons, naval artillery over 12.4 
inches, aircraft-carriers, military dirigibles, 
heavy bombing ’planes and air bombs, all 
means and apparatus for chemical in- 
cendiary and bacteriological warfare. 


SECURITY FOR BELGIUM. 


M. Hymans, Belgian Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, said that he agreed with 
the propositions of Sir John Srmon and 
Mr. Hugh Gibson, and welcomed the 
French proposals. 

“ Belgium,”’ added M. Hymans, “is 
a small country with no natural frontiers, 
no mountains or valleys, and of no great 
extent. We are situated at one of the 
complex points of Europe. We have re- 
duced our military expenses and have 
only one line of defensive works. There- 
fore, security for us is a supreme con-

In a leading article The Times to-day 
states: —The text of the Imports Duties 
Bill apd Sir John Gilmour’s outline of 
agricultural policy combined yesterday to 
furnish a comprehensive view of the next 
stage of the Government’s plans. The 
surprise of the Imports Duties Bill is the | 
extent of the free list, which is far more 
important than Mr. Chamberlain’s speech 
suggested. It fully bears out Mr. 
Runciman’s claim that the Government 
were anxious to avoid any risk of in- 
creasing the cost of raw materials and of 
essential food-stuffs. 

The principle of the policy applied by 
the bill to industry is, broadly speaking, 
the imposition of duties upon all manu- 
factured articles; for it must not be for- 
gotten that—in addition to articles which 
can still come in duty free from all 
countries—all commodities from the 
Empire will be duty free for the present. 
Thus the text of the bill confirms the 
impression given by the debates on the 

reliminary resolutions that the Con- 
ase at Ottawa: hext July will mark 
a turning-point in British history: 


AN ECONOMIC UNIT. 


Upon its results depends very largely 
the success or failure of a policy which 
aims at the organisation of the Empire as 
an economic unit; and it must not for- 
gotten that this conception does not follow 
any bigoted or exclusive principle of 
imperial economics. The bill clearly aims 
at making the King’s Dominions the core 
of an economic unit, but it envisages the 
prospect of a wider system. The strength 
of the political British Empire, as Mr. 
Amery very truly said during the debates 
on the Statute of Westminster, has come 
to lie mainly in a reciprocal’ economic 
interest between its component parts, 

To a large extent production in the 
various parts of the political Empire is 
complementary, but there are other 
countries whose economic links with this 
country are very strong—countries where 
preponderating amounts of British capital 
are invested, whose products we use and 
which use our products, and it may Well 
prove that not the least fertile provisions 
of the bill in increasing and securing our 
commerce, in expanding our markets and 
in guaranteeing our sources of supply are 
those which foreshadow the conclusion of 
reciprocal exchanges of goods with foreign 
countries in harmony with the results of 
the Ottawa Conference.

HANGHAI learned with relief of the four 
S hours’ truce which has been arranged to 
take place to-morrow morning on the 
Chapei and Woosung battle fronts negotiated 
by Father Jacquinot, head of the St. Francis 
Xavier College, and the. German Consul- 
General, for the rpose of allowing the 
Chinese women sad childeee in Chapei and 
the occupants of the German (College at 
Woosung to be evacuated to the International 
Settlement. i : 

At eight o'clock both sides will cease fire 
for four hours. There are grave fears, how- 
ever, that this clearing of civilians, the 
wounded and the sick, will probably be only 
the prelude to fiercer warfare. ! 

Fresh fires were caused in Chapei by an 
early morning bombardment, and at one time 
the Settlement was threatened by the flames, 
Later the usual daily bombing by Japanese 
‘planes began, and a Chinese watchman was 
killed’ when a shell from a Chinese anti-alr- 
craft gun burst within fifty feet of Reuters 
woffice. Foreigners have had many narrow 
escapes from other shells which have fallen 
in the Settlement, but the Chinese authorities 
disclaim any responsibility so long as the 
Japanese ‘planes continue to fly over the

A letter protesting against the bombing by 
Japanese ‘planes of a camp of 8,000 refugees 
on the borders of Chapei, which resulted in 
over 50 being killed and many more wounded, 
has been sent to the Japanese Consul-General 
by Sir John Hope Simpson, Director of the 
Chinese National Flood Relief Commission. . 

Forty Japanese warships and transports are 
crowding the Yangtze estuary, and the 
Japanese naval authorities have asked . for 
pilots to bring the ships up the Whangpoo 
river to Shanghai.

The bishop's special 
interest is made clear in his statement that 
“‘ there are: more’ than a few trustees 
throughout. the country who have the 
management of railway stock holdings for 
charitable purposes ; these must surely be 
worried about the considerably reduced 
earning capacity of the companies.””. 


CHARITIES AFFECTED. 


The worry is not confined to Raphoe, and 
there are probably not a few -trustees in 
every diocese in Ireland, Protestant as well 
as Homan Catholic, who share it. Railway 


‘securities have always seemed so secure 


that in the past trustees could feel com- 
fortable about entrusting to them the funds 
for.whose investment they are responsible. 
They are naturally distressed at the loss 
to the numerous chafities dependent for 
their means of living on railway securities. 
The unrestricted competition of ’buses and 
lorries crippled thé ‘railways, hampered in 
many ways by restrictions imposed in the 
days whén. the railways, as the . sole 
effective carriers, had a monopoly, and 
restriction was deemed essential for 
the protection of the public. The 
monopoly has now disappeared. The 
public. has. many (most people think 
far.too many) alternatives to railway ser- 
vice. The competitors favoured in the 
race for business are cutting not only the 
railways’ throats, but ome another’s: and 
it is a general admission that much, if not 
most, of the competition is uneconomic. 
This condition of affairs has continued 
for years, and its disadvantages have been 
visibly increasing every year. 

Writing. after the Government’s dis- 
appointing plan was expounded, and, pre- 
sumably, after.it had actually passed 
through the Oireachtas, the Most Reverend 
Dr. MacNeely declares that “ the problem 
is a pressing one, and admittedly is not 
easy of solution.’’ The Government’s bill 
has certainly not solved it. It can only 
be solved on the basis.of complete equality 
in competition, and, under the Act just 
passed, inequality is still maintained. 
The railways. have to pay a large share of 
the cost of maintaining the roads in good 
condition for their rivals. They are com- 
pelled to pay for carrying out costly re- 
quirements of the Department of Agricul- 
ture, from .which their rivals are left 
absolutely free. Relieved from the 
pressure to which the railway is subject, 
its rivals can attract traffic by cutting 
rates. .The rivals can vary and adjust 
their rates as best may serve in bargain- 
ing: with an individual customer. The 
railways can do nothing of the kind. Their 
proposal to the Government was obviously 
just. It was: “ Fix maximum rates 
above which we may nct go. Let us quote 
any rates we think desirable, provided we 
do not exceed the maximum.” 


RAILWAYS’ RIVALS. 


The rivals of the railway are unem- 
barrassed even by maximum rates. They 
can charge as high or as low as suits them 
in any particular case. The Railways 
Company is subject to the jurisdiction of 
the Railway Tribunal, which may or may 
not, at discretion, allow it to charge a 
rate that may be considered too low. Pro- 
tection. for the public against too high 
rates is intelligible. It may even have 
been necéssary when the public carriér 
had a monopoly, but protection of the 
public against a low rate is surely absurd, 
and when a low rate is once admitted it 
must be advertised for the information of 
all traders. The Railways Company has 
not the right, free from interference, to 
make. an. individual bargain with a 
customer, however profitable the bargain 
may seem to both. How is it ible to 
carry on trade competition against rivals 
who are not subject to a similar handi- 
cap? 


ANOTHER GRIEVANCE, 


Another serio rievance was dealt with 
lel amendment.

The figures show. how, for the, moment 
at any rate, that disaster was escaped. 
The directors were able by rigid economies 
to balance the loss of revenue. In public 
discussions it is sometimes suggested that 
the board of directors lacks business men, 
and that rival business men of real com- 
mercial intelligence—say, three or say 
half-a-dozen—should be chosen instead, 
and entrusted with complete control of the 
Company. There are always people ready 
to find and recommend plenty such. I 
doubt whether the record of any of them, 
either in their own businesses, or on the 
boards of other companies, would rival 
that of the Board of the Great Southern 
Railways Company in this appalling year. 

If Mr. McGilligan returns to his office, 
he will, I hope, soon find reason to modify 
his view that he has settled the railway 
problem. ‘‘ One would. like,” says the 
Bishop of Raphoe, “ those representataves 
who may be lucky enough to emérge 
successful from the battle of the polls, to 
keep a watchful eye on the situation.” 
The watchfulness of their eyes will surely

THE SCHEDULE OF 
EXEMPTIONS. 


“HE text of the Imports Duties Bill which, 
when it becomes law, will change the fiscal 
~ system of Great Britain, was issued last 
night. It provides for the imposition of a 
general 10 per cent. ad valorem duty of 
Customs, and of additional duties onany goods 
chatceable with the general duty, dnd for the 
imposition of duties on goods pfoduced or 
mauvufactured in a foreign couhtry, which dis 
criminates in the matter of importation as 
against goods produced or manufactured in 
the United Kingdom, in certain parts of the 
Dominions, in Prote¢torates or in mandated 
territories. t% 

The bill also aims at “ restricting, in the 
national interest, the importation of he 
and “‘makin an 
revenue.” The general ad-valorem duty will 
be imposed from March 1st next. An Import 
Duties Advisory Committee is to be set up 
to advise and assist the Treasury in' their 
duties under the biil. : i 
_ Goods to be exempted from the general 
ad valorem duty are goods for the time being 
chargeable “with a duty: of Customs “by or 
under any other enactment. but not includin 
any composite goods, in the case of whic 
duty is chargeable in respect of some of their

With regard ‘to Empire preference neither 
the general. duty nor .any additional duty 
will be chargeable before November 15. on 
oods from the Dominions, India and 
southern Rhodesia. After November 1 the 
Treasury may, on the recommendation of the 
Secretary of State, direct that after November 
15 the general duty, or additional duty, or 
both, shall not be chargeable, or shall be 
chargeable only at some specified rate less 
than the full rate. Neither the general duty 
nor any additional duty will be chargeable 
‘om goods from the Colonies or Protectorates, 
and goods from mandated territories may also 
be exempt by an Order-in-Council. 

Preference may be given in case of certain 
foreign goods. 


BOARD OF TRADE’S 


POWERS: 


The Board of ‘Trade is given power to 
obtain information as to the condition and 
progress of trades and industries engaged in 
the manufacture in the United Kingdom of 
goods of a class or description which. if 
te were imported, would be chargeable 
with a duty of Customs. The Board may, 
before 1933 and any subsequent year, publish 
in the Gazette notice that they will require 
returns in relation to that year. 

Where goods imported into the United 

Kingdom are consigned direct to a registered 
shipbuilding yard the Commissioners may 
allow the goods to be imported free. 
_ The Board of Trade are given power to 
impose supplementary duties up to 100 per 
cent. of the value in case of foreign dis- 
crimination against the United Kingdom (in- 
cluding the Isle of Man, the Channel Islands, 
the Colonies, protectorates and mandated 
territories). These duties may be charged 
on goods of any description. 

Goods imported solely with a view to re- 
exportation after undergoing a process in the 
United Kingdom which will not change their 
form or character, or after transit through 
the United Kingdom, or by way of tranship- 
ment, may be imported free of duty. 

Special provision is made for re-imported 

oods.. They are to be exempted if they 

ave not been subjected to a process abroad, 
or if they have been subjected to a process, 
to a duty on their enhanced value ould. 

All orders made by the Treasury or the 
Board of Trade are to be submitted to the 
House of Commons for approval. 


* DRAWBACK.” 


A second schedule makes provision for

GOVERNMENT SUBSIDY TO 


AERO CLUB. 

The sum of £500, being the balance of the 
Government subsidy for the assistance of 
civil aviation in the Free State, has now 
been paid to the Irish Aero Club by the 
Department of Industry and Commerce. 

When the first part of this grant was paid 
last year the club was re-equipped with three 
de Haviland Moth aeroplanes, and an increase 
in the instructional staff was made. Since 
that time several new pilots, trained at 
Baldonnel Aerodrome, have obtained their 
licences as private air pilots, and a number 
of others is under instruction. 

During the past six months the three 
aeroplanes used by the Irish Aero Club have 
flown a total of nearly 570 hours, and, an 
the average speed of the machines as 
miles per hour, this shows that a distance 
of some 45,600 miles has been covered by 
the pilots. 

It is anticipated that an air pagent, similar 
to that held at Baldonnel last August, will 
be organised again this year, and a number 
of famous English airmen is expected to visit 
Ireland for the occasion.

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CLAIM BY GERMANY 
COMPANY. 
From OUR CorRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Thursday. 

In the Admiralty Division, London, to-day, 
the President. Lord Merrivale, and Trinity 
Masters, heard a case in which the owners of 
the German steamship Alda claimed m respect 
of damage sustained by ber in a collision with 
the Belfast steamship Glen Head, which oc- 
curred in the North Sea in a dense fog on 
May 31, 1931. Defendants pleaded that the 
collision was due solely to the negligent 
navigation of the Alda. 

Mr. D. Stephens, K.C., and Mr. J. VY. 
Naisby (instructed by Messrs. Constant and 
Constant) appeared for the plaintiffs; Mr. E., 
A, Digby, K.C., and Mr. R. F. Hayward (in- 
structed by Messrs. Thomas Cooper and Co.) 
represented the defendants. 

According to the plaintiffs, the Alda, 4,177 
tons: gross, was in the North Sea on a 
voyage from Galveston to Bremen. As there 
was a dense fog her engines were working 
at dead slow and she was sounding fog signals, 
when a long blast was heard from the Glen 
Head away on the starboard bow. The Alda 
replied and put her engines astern, and shortly 
afterwards the Glen Head loomed out of the 
fog about a ship's length away. The Alda 
was accordingly turned to starboard as the 
best means of avoiding a collision. but the 
Glen Head, coming on at considerable speed, 
struck the Alda on the starboard side. 

Plaintiffs blamed the Glen Head for 
traveiling too fast in fog, for failing to sound 
fog signals, and for altering her course. 

or the.defence it was pleaded that the 
Glen Head, 1,499 tons gross, was bound from 
Bremen to Cork. Her engines were workin 
at slow and fog signals were being sound 
when a signal was heard from the Alda on the 
port bow. The engines of the Glen Head 
were stopped and signals were exchanged. 
When the Alda came into view on the port 
bow the engines of the Glen Head were put 
full astern, but the Alda came on at speed 
and with her starboard side struck the stem 
of the Glen Head. 

Defendants’ allegations against the Alda 
were that she proceeded at excessive speed, 
improperly starboarded, and sounded mislead- 
ing mgesis. 

Evidence having been given, the hearing 
was adjourned until to-morrow.
